The Winter Carnival in 
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Local Wide Receiver 
Catches Pro Attention

“It’s starting to get exciting,’ Grand Valley 
wide receiver Bill Lucksied says of the in- 
terest pro scouts are showing in him before 
his senior year. 

Lucksted, a 1980 graduate of GHS, has 
already been contacted by the Cincinnati 
Bengals, New York Jets, and Michigan Pan- 
thers, and more teams will likely be after the 
six-foot solidly built receiver if he continues to 
break records at GVSC. 

Last year Lucksted broke the single high 
for completed passes before a _ senior 
receiver, who has signed with the Lions, 
broke Lucksted’s record, But if the former 
Grayling receiver enjoys another successful 
season he’ll break the college career touch- 
down, career completions, and most career 
yardage records, 

Lucksted, who also returns kick-offs for 
GVSC, has started every game since making 
the varsity squad his sophomore year. His fir- 
st year at Grand Valley he played for the J.V. 
squad as a receiver — a position he almost 
never got started in. 

At GHS as a freshman, Lucksted, a scrappy 
hitter, was put at center to give some speed to 
the line. After battling players twice his size 
half the season he was switched to receiver 
where he excelled earning all-league honors 
his junior and senior year and picking up a 
Golden Helmet award from the Bay City 
Times. 

“T learned a lot from Coach Klinger at 

GHS,” Lucksted said. ‘(He was new from the 
Detroit area then and the whole team respec- 
ted him. I never would have went to college 
without him. He’s the one who talked me into 
trying it. 
“Fred Wolcott was a good receiving coach 
for the team also. I had good high school 
coaching that helped prepare me for Grand 
Valley.” 

Lucksted returns to football practice 
August 18 after spending the summer working 


at a marina on Higgins Lake, He’s been 
working out on weights at home and trying 
form-running to improve the motion used in 
sprinting. His job at the marina also calls for 
a lot of lifting and he swims a lot for cardio- 
vascular exercise, 

When he returns to the field this fall he 
wants to improve his 40-yard speed from 4.7 
seconds to 4.6 to make him more attractive in 
the pro draft. At 185 pounds he’s not the 
biggest receiver to try out for the pros, but the 
scouts have assured him he’s big enough. 

“I know it will be hard work to make it in 
the pros but I have enough desire to do it and I 
think that’s the important thing. I’m willing to 
work hard at it for a couple of years and give 
it my best shot. It’s nice to know I'll still have 
my degree to fall back on.” 

Lucksted may have one foot in the door of 
the professional ranks because of his friends 
who have gone from Grand Valley to the 
Detroit Lions. Joe Rubik, a tight end, and Jeff 
Chadwick, a receiver, stopped by at the 
marina to see Lucksted before they headed to 
the Lions summer camp. Rubik caught a key 
touchdown last year in a victory that helped 
the Lions make the playoffs and Chadwick 
will be trying to make the team in his rookie 
year. 

Grand Valley has also sent the Seattle Sea- 
hawks and San Francisco 49’ers starters in 
recent years and Lucksted would like to 
follow the pattern. 

“If I have a choice I will lean toward the 
NFL because it’s more stable,’ Lucksted 
said. But the success of the Panthers and the 
USFL has opened a big market for young 


players. 


Which is all the more reason Lucksted 
wants to stay healthy and enjoy a senior year 
much like his junior year. In one game again- 
st Northwood he caught three touchdown 
passes, one for 53 yards, and earned 136 total 
yards, Not a bad day for a player who started * 
out as a center.

A bad check program operated by the 
Crawford County Prosecutor’s Office has 
been earning its keep the lust year and a half. 

In 1982 the program collected $11,500 from 
bad check writers, and in 1983, $6,500 has 
already been collected through June with 26 
old cases closed and 57 new cases being in- 
vestigated. 

The Prosecutor’s Office has been getting 
tough on small bad check amounts on up to 
the big spenders — including a $3000 bad 
check written last year and a $2000 bad check 
written this year. 

‘We treat all the cases the same regardless 
of the amount,’”’ said Penny Shepherd, assis- 
tant to John Huss, Prosecuting Attorney, and 
David R. Sabin, Assistant Prosecuting Attor- 
ney. 

Most of the bad checks Crawford County 
businesses receive are from persons living in 
a 50-mile radius of Grayling. Grocery stores 
and party stores receive the most bad checks 
in Crawford County while furniture stores and 
gas stations here manage to steer clear of bad 
checks most of the time. 

Shepherd said the Prosecutor's Office 
seems to have a better response in collecting 
on bad checks than businesses do and she said 
there was no charge to businesses to enlist the 
help of the Prosecutor’s Office. 

The bad check collecting procedures begin

at the businesses. Usually if a check comes 
back with a non-sufficient funds mark from 
the bank, the business will submit the check 
to the bank again. If the check comes back 
again, then the business is advised to send a 
certified bad check notice to the individual. 

If this fails to produce money, then the 
business can go to the city police or the sheriff 
dept. and file a report. This is where the 
Prosecutor’s Office steps in. 

The Prosecutor’s Office sends a letter 
warning the individual if payment isn’t 
received in a week a warrant will be issued. 
Weekly and monthly payment schedules can 
be arranged by the individual with the 
Prosecutor’s Office if necessary. 

If the letter fails to bring results, a warrant 
is issued and the bad check writer faces cour- 
ts and possible jail sentences. 

Bad checks come in two forms. A non- 
sufficient funds check means an individual 
has a checking account but does not have 
enough money in it to cover the check. A no- 
account check means the checking account 
was closed before the individual wrote the 
check. 

A non-sufficient funds check from $1 to $50 
carries a 90 day possible jail sentence and 
$100 fine. A non-sufficient funds check for 
more than $50 carries a one year or $500 fine. 
A no-account check carries a two year or $500 
fine. 


“Woren Team To Challenge 
AuSable River Marathon

Two women, Valerie Fons, of Washington, 
and Anne Kobylenski, of Montana, will test 
their backs, arms, and willpower in one of the 
world’s most grueling races — the 240-mile 
non-stop AuSable River Canoe Marathon. 

Fons and Kobylenski will be only the second 
professional woman team to attempt the 
marathon in the 38 years its ru. In 1973, Don- 
na Buckley, then 32, and Truda Gilbert, then 
19, finished the Grayling to Oscoda course in 
22 hours, 12 minutes, and 20 seconds (seven 
hours and 16 minutes behind the winners) in 
17th place out of 29 teams. 

This year’s 36th Annual AuSable River 
Canoe Marathon on July 29 and 30 offers $8000 
in prize money and trophies with $1650 going 
to first, $1200 to the second place team, $975 to 
the third finishers, and on down to money 
prizes for every team finishing within four 
hours of the winners. 

A aluminum canoe division and one-man 
canoe division will add a new look to this 
year’s marathon. Both the new divisions will 
race during daylight 17 miles downstream to

Stephans while the amateur and professions 
teams run the traditional Grayling to Oscoda 
course racing Saturday night and finishing 
Sunday around mid-day. 

The professional division will feature some 
of the best racing teams in North America 
testing 240 miles of twisting river channels 
artd six portages. Defending champions Butch 
and Brett Stockton, from Grayling, have been 
tuning up for the race with wins in Windsor, 
Kalamazoo, Au Train, Roscommon, and other 
area races. 

The Stocktons, along with John Baker and 
his partner, are favorites for the title, and 
they’ll be aiming at the record time of 14 
hours, 29 minutes, and 1 second set by four- 
time winner John Baker, of Grayling, and 
Ken Brown, of St. Clair Shores. 

The woman team will have extra en- 
couragement to finish from their ‘‘bank- 
runner”, a person who follows the team along 
the river course giving them food and refresh- 
ment. Helping the two women will be none 
other than Verlen Kruger, a 58-year-old St. 
Johns man who is in the middle of paddling 
25,000 miles around the world.

(Romans 8:29) 
Both baby Christians and 
mature Christians should be 
moving together toward that 
goal, The mature Christian 
who is strong in Bible faith 
needs to show more love to 
the weaker brother. 
(Romans 14:15) The weaker 
Christian needs to grow in 
faith by studying the Bible 
more, instead of trying to 
judge stronger Christians 
who do things his weak cons- 
cience will not permit. “Let 
us therefore follow after the 
things which make fer 
peace, and things wherewith 
one may edify another.” 
Romans 14:19. 

The work of God is more 
important than individual 
differences between strong 
and weak Christians. “For 
meat destroy not the work of 
God. All things indeed are 
pure; but it is evil for that 
man who eateth with offen- 
ce.”” Verse 20. We must 
remember in serving God 
that a thing which is pure for 
the strong Christian, may 
yet be evil and destructive to 
the weak Christian. 

The strong Christian 
should be careful not to do 
anything around the weak 
Christian which will weaken 
or harm his growth. “It is 
good neither to eat flesh, nor 
to drink wine, nor anything 
whereby thy brother stum- 
bleth, or is offended, or is 
made weak.”’ Romans 14:2]. 

Bible knowledge produces 
freedom of conscience 
because the strong Christian 
learns from God exactly 


what is right and wrong. The 


stronger a Christian 
becomes in the faith, the 
more freedom he receives 
from God. It is important 
that he does not abuse that 
freedom to destroy weaker 
Christians. ‘‘Hast thou faith? 
have it to thyself before God. 
Happy is he that condemneth 
not himself in that thing 
which he alloweth.”’ Romans 
14:22. Make sure God has 
approved your action. Exer- 


cise your faith in private 
before God and not in public 
where it will offend other 
Christians. Christian 
freedom brings happiness 
when it is used and not 
abused.

faith: for whatsoever is not

14:23. The weak Christian is 


limited in what he can and { ‘ 


cannot do, because he does 
not yet know the Bible. Itisa 
sin to do anything your con- 
science questions as wrong. 
You may only do that thing 
when the Bible corrects your 
conscience, and you know it 
is right. It is just as wrong 
for the weak Christian to 
remain ignorant of Bible 
knowledge, as it is for the 
strong Christian to withhold 
love from the weaker 
brother. 

New babies are cute, and 
we go to great extremes to 
see that they don’t get hurt 
around the house. But, as 

. babies grow we place more 
and more responsibility 
upon them. As they learn to 
walk and talk we expect 
them to gradually learn new 
modes of conduct. We spend 
many years with our 
children watching them 
reach physical maturity.

When the legislature adjourned 
until September, it had completed, 
in some form, action on most of the 
programs Govenor James Blan- 
chard had proposed during the win- 
ter and spring. 

While those proposais did not of- 
ten end up as originally designed — 
such as a temporary 38 percent in- 
come tax increase instead of a per- 
manent raise and $43 million to go 
for a combination workfare and 
home heating assistance program 
for welfare recipients, instead of a 
grant level increase — aides to Blan- 
chard said there ‘‘were no priorities 
that were not achieved” in the 
session just ended. 

The entire session was highlighted 
by Blanchard proposals including 
the summer youth jobs program, 
with few legislatively initiated 
proposals being completed in the 
first six months of the session. 

Both the govenor and House 
speaker Gary Owen (D-Ypsilanti) 
said the fall session will concentrate 
on more economic development 
proposals, but other issues will be 
considered as well, other leaders 
said, such as utility proposals to 
guard against home heating shut- 
offs and possible debates on 
education policy and streamlining 
the Department of Natural Resour- 
ces. 

Of actual proposals Blanchard 
made during the session, aside from 
the strategic investment bank and 
related proposals ~— which were just 
introduced during the last days of 
the summer session — only two 
measures have not been enacted into 
law. 

Both of those deal with small 
business single business tax breaks 
— increasing gross receipts filing 
exemption for small businesses to 
allowing franchise businesses to 
deduct costs made to the franchiser.

Both are in first house committees. 

Along with those, the $100 million 
in bonds for transportation and 
$198 million in bonds for the state 
housing development authority, 
which are both part of the gover- 
nor’s jobs program, have not been 
sold yet. 

Sue Carter, press secretary to 
Blanchard said the session resulted 
in no gubernatorial priorities not 
being enacted. 

‘And the surprising thing is a lot 
of it has gone through as quickly as 
it has. He feels he’s ahead of 
schedule,” Carter said. 

More proposals are expected to be 
offered in the fall including further 
efforts in job training, ending some 
regulations and enhanced com- 
munity development. 

Two other major tax proposals 
suggested by the governor in his 
May economic message — a single 
business tax credit for research and 
development and eliminating the 
employment compensation and 
worker compensation payments 
from the SBT base — are expected 
only to be considered if the state’s 
revenue picture continues to im- 
prove. 

Republican leaders in the 
legislature, meanwhile, were not as 
pleased with the outcome of the 
session, suggesting that no major 
efforts were made to improve the 
state’s competitive posture to other 
Siates. 

“We still haven’t done anything 
about the business climate,” said 
House Republican Leader Michael 
Busch of Saginaw. 

Senate Minority Leader John 
Engler of Mt. Pleasant said he was 
optimistic at the start of the session 
“that we would have tangible 
economic issues, but we’ve really 
postponed that matter until fall.”

In July canoeists and 
fishermen using the local 
rivers for recreation will be 
seeing the brilliant red 
blossom of the Cardinal 
Flower. This native of North 
America has some thirty 
cousins in the United States. 
While I have not seen a four 
and a half foot tall specimen 
(one source I have claims 
they attain such heights), 
you should see two footers. 
The flowers appear near the 
top of the erect stems. The 
stem is not commonly bran- 
ched but is smooth or with 
some down. The leaves are 
alternate, thin, smoothly 
green and _ conspicuously 
veined and may be to six in- 
ches long and up to one anda 
half inehes wide. The 
numerous red flowers are on 
short individual stems. 
There are two corollas which 
are one and a half inches 
long (these will remind you 
of wings); below this will be 
three relatively distinct 
lobes. Above the corollas will 
be a tube about one inch 
long. Flowering time is July 
through September which 
makes the Hummingbirds 
happy because they are the 
chief pollinators. This flower 
is relatively common but 
overpicking has resulted in 
its scarcity in some areas. 
The flower attained its 
common name because of 
the similarity to the bright 
red robes worn by Roman 
Catholic Cardinals.
